She suggested that the United Slates 


government, the government

. which we live is just as much a mat- 


ter of concern to the women as to tho 
men. 
Mrs. Park said in part: 


."I am in tho .habit, of thinking ihut 


there are only two arguments for wo- 
man suffrage,—one, that 
women are 


human beings, like men in many re- 
spects, and really one-half of tho race; 
the other, that women are women, u n - 
like men in some respects, HIIC! there- 
forcneeding their own special repre- 
sentation- in affairs concerning 
both 


men and women. 


"it is customary for some of 
thu 


opponents of suffrage to say that as 
civilization has advanced, tho occupa- 
tions, of men and women have dif- 
ferentiated, men 
doing one sort • of 


work and women another; and that ii 
is really a test of tho stagn of civiliza- 
tion of a race,—that it separates more 
and more the functions of men 
and 


part, and false In part. - It is true that 
thoru is more and more "diversion of 
occupation; 
and it is true not only 


between men and women, but bet\ve"n 
men and men. But on the. other hand,

HYPOCRITICAL CHARGE AGAINST FOSS. 


One of-the main charges made by republican spellbinders against Mr. 


Foss. the democratic candidate for governor, is, that ho is a moneyed man 
and ihat he will IIKO money to procure election. Even ex-President Koosovelt 
voiced this charge when he came here to speak in behalf of Senator Lodge. 


' Governor Draper and Senator Lodge have both taken up the same 


c'Jmrge and have repeated it again and again. It comes with bad grace 
from republican leaders such us Senator Lodge and 
Co!. Roosevelt to 


criticize any candidate on this ground, for no party is accused of the 
extravagant use of money in elections to such an extent as is the repub- 
lican party. Its record in that respect is blackened by the mammoth cam- 
paign'funds raised in past years. 


Col. Kooscvelt is not a stranger to what has been done in this respect 


nor is Senator Lodge whose efforts have been devoted for many years to 
the work of winning republican victories for himself and the party on occa- 
sions when money was more freely used than the democratic party could 
ever afford to use it. 


The republicans in this state must be very much afraid of the real 


issues when .they bring up any such flimsy argument 
as 
this against 


Mr. Foss. Especially is it poor judgment in Governor Draper to urge any 
such charge against his opponent.

Thus Ihe American manufacturers when protected 
against foreign competition, stamp out competition in the home market and 
charge what they please, providing always that their prices keep out the 
foreign manufacturer. 


This method of extortion is seen in (he snl'e of various trust con- 


trolled products abroad at n lower price than they .are sold to the American 
consumer.

to the increased supply of gold and to nn increase of values (lint is universal; 
but when steel rails, beef and many oilier commodities produced here arc 
sold nt rates about 25 per cent, less in Kurope thnn in this country, (lie

BIG INCREASE 


IN NEW ENGLAND'S TRADE IS 


PREDICTED 


BOSTON, Oct. 27.—That the estab- 


lishment, as proposed, of 
a 
direct 


steamship line' from Boston to some 
Texas port would cause an enormous 
increase In New England's trade with 
the southwest and would bring about 
a more equitable adjustment of trans- 
portation rates, rail and water, 
to 


that territory, was the report made 
to the Boston chamber of commerce 
today by Robert Hantoul. who has Just 
completed an investigation in Texas 
for that body. Such a line, he asserts, 
would in effect bring the city of Bos- 
ton as near Galveston as cities which 
have a fiOO mile rail haul. This is 350 
miles nearer than St. Louis, the prin- 
cipal city in the southwest trade. 
The 


opening of the Panama canal with the 
expected cheap water rates 
will 
aid 


greatly in this result, ho says.

Hantoul states 


that Mew England textile and drygoods 
to the extent of 30.000 tons a year are 
being consumed in Texas, 
reaching

St. Louis. Oftentimes, he declares, the 
receiver does not know be is buying 
New England goods.

Park, of Boston, addressed a goodly 
sized audience on the subject of equal 
suffrage. 


Mrs. Park has just returned from 
; the Far East, where she was made 


to realize what it means to be a part 


.of a nation where there are great sub- 
'jects of interests to all classes of citi- 
zens and to both sexes. 
She suggested that the United Slates 


government, the government 
unrlnr 


which we live is 'just as much a mat- 
ter of concern to the women as to tho 
men. Mrs. Park said in part: 
"I. am" in the" habit of thinking that 


there, are only two arguments for wo- 
man:, suffrage,—on*, that women are 
human beings,, like men in many re- 
spects, and really one-half of the racs; 
the other, that women are women, un • 
like men _Jn some respects, and there- 
fore needing their own special repre- 
sentation in affaire concerning 
both 
men. and women. 


"It is customary for some of 
the 


opponents of suffrage to say that as 
civilization has advanced, the occupa- 
tions of men and women have dif- 
ferentiated, men doing one sort of 
work and women another; and that It 
is really a test of tho stage of civiliza- 
tion of a race,—that it separates more 
and .more the functions of men and 


of women. That argument is true in 
.part, and-false in part. It.is true that 
there •• is more and more'. diversion of 
occupation; and it Is true not only 
between men and women, but between 
men and men. But on the other hand,, 
—and this is a very hopeful, helpful 
thought,—Interests, human Interests, 
have become more and more common. 


Referring to the earlier 
days 
of 


New England life the speaker said that 
education was regarded as purely a 
masculine interest and that it would 
unfit women' for their natural duties 
of life. 
"Wo have outgrown that We real- 


ize that education is not exclusively a 
masculine Interest. It has

As to Property Rights 


"It was precisely the . same

with property rights," continued the 
speaker.

One of the main charges made by republican spellbinders against Mr. 


Foss, the democratic candidate for governor, is, that he is.a moneyed man 
and that he will use money to procure election. Even ex-President Roosevelt 
voiced this charge when he came here to speak in behalf of Senator Lodge. 


Governor Draper and Senator Lodge have both taken up the same 


charge and have repeated it again and again. It comes with bad grace 
from republican leaders such as Senator Lodge 
and Col. Roosevelt to 


criticize any candidate on this ground, for no party is accused of the 
extravagant use of money in elections to such an extent as is the repub- 
lican party. Its record in that respect is blackened by the mammoth cam- 
paign funds raised in past years. 


Col. 
Roosevelt is not a stranger to what has been done in this respect 


nor is Senator Lodge whose efforts have been devoted for many years lo 
the work of winning- republican victories for himself and the party on occa- 
sions when money was more freely used than the democratic party coidd 
ever afford to use it.

Thus the American manufacturers when protected 
against foreign competition, stamp out competition in the home market and 
charge what they please, providing always that their prices keep out the 
foreign manufacturer. 


This method of extortion is seen in the sale of various trust con- 


trolled products abroad at a lower price than they are sold to the American 
consumer. Yet Senator Lodge and Mr. Draper will assert thnt ibis is due 
to the increased supply of gold and to an increase of values Hint is universal; 
but when steel rails, beef and many other commodities produced here in-e 
sold nt rates about 25 per cent, less in Europe than in this country, thc 
real cause is seen to be the tariff or (he absence of competition which llio 
tariff makes possible 


When such untenable arguments, ns tlio use of money, nro advanced 


agninst Mr. FOKS, they do not go unanswered, for the democratic cnndidnle 
is amply able lo expose the absurdity of such charges.
